Finally, where down- 
g r eying wa@ denied or infeasible, they would have to rewrite around 
(or redraft, in the case of maps) the offending material. I don't 
feel we can afford this effort . It would be impossible for anyone 
fire® your Office to do the .Job unaided, and the load here would still 
bulk large. 


She Intelligence Memoranda series does get a rathe** wide distri- 
bution in the Government. We are confident that by this distribution 
it satisfies the principal ncod of Gorermcnt officials to be apprised 
of t, hifl background material.
